SUSPECT WOMAN MURDER. 


PART OF BODY FOUND IN NEW YORK 
STREET A MYSTERY. 


Left Leg and Thigh of Well-Nurtured 
Body Picked Up by Police—Examina- 
tion Leads toe Belief Woman Has 


Hours—W ork Not That of a Surgeon 
—Skin in Good Condition—Seeking 
for Missing Persons. 


New York, Oct. 7.—[Special.]—Part of the 
bedy of a woman, wfapped in paper, was 
found in a gutter at West Seventeenth 
street soon after daybreak today. Within 
an heur experts were practically certain 
that a murder had been committed. It was 
also certain that the victim had been alive 
twenty-four hours before. 

From all indications it was apparent that 
a mystery rivaling the Guldensuppe case 
had to be solved. The part of the body was 
sent post haste to the mgrgue, and Coroner 
Weston lost no time in answering the 
urgency of the police to give them a start 
in the matter. at: Br 

The part was the left leg and thigh. The 
leg had been severed at a point about three 
inches above the knee/joint. The trunk 
had been cut in two at a point below the 
waist. The posterior/of the left side was 
intact. T skin was soft and white and 
bore not a mark on its surface, 

It was the trunk of a well nurtured and 
well formed woman. The flesh was as firm 
and as free from taint as if the work had 
been done only an hour before. The corpse 
had been washed and had bled none to 
speak of since it‘ had been placed in the 
newspaper and manila wrapped about it. 

' No embalming fluid or other chemical had 
been used to preserve or disinfect and the 
careful cleansing had undoubtedly been 
done to avert possible detection while the 


burden was being disposed of. 


Not Work of an Expert. 

Dr. Weston deciared unhesitatingly that 
the dissection was not the work of one 
skilled in anatomy. All of the doctors who 
examined the corpse declared that the wom- 
an had not been ill or died of natural causes. 
She had been unusually well nurtured and 
healthy when she met death. The dis- 
membering process had been done with a 
large and not oversharp butcher’s knife, ap- 
parently, and a saw. | |

Missing Women. 

Reports furnished at police headquarters 
show that five women were reported missing 
since Sept. 4 and only one of them remains 
unaccounted for. She is Mrs. Gertrude Bil- 
lings, the wife of George Billings, a weéll- 
known yachtsman. 

Mrs. Gertrude Billings disappeared fro 
her home on Sept. 20. She was wearing 
nearly $1,000 worth of rings containing dia 
monds and other precious stones. ~~ 

No Identifying Marks. | 

There was not a mark upon the human 
fragment or upon the papers in which it was 
wrapped to point to the identity of the per- 
son. 
The police are convinced that they have a 
murder to deal with. From their own ob- 
servation and the testimony of Coroner's. 
Physician Weston, they have thrown aside 
the suggestion that the flesh and bones came 
from a medical college or dissecting-room. 
They believe that the body was dismembered 
and done up in small packages in order thet 
it might be disposed of with the least possi- 
ble likelihood of detection, and expect that 
other portions of the body will come to light 
in the near future. They believe the cutting 
up was done by a novice with a lUmited 
knowledge of surgery, but think that he had 
a surgeon's saw to work with. | | 

From the fragments of the body Coroner’s 
Physician Weston hae pictured the entire 
woman as follows: 

Age from 25 to 35 years 

Height about 5 feet 7 or 8 inches. | 

Well formed and well developed, with large 
thighs, but not large hips. : 

Hair dark brown or biack. 

Skin fair. | 
The building, 160 West Seventeenth street, 
in front of which the bundle was found, is a 
flat house. The ground floor is a saloon, 
known as the Hotel Odeon, at the southeast 
corner of Seventeenth street and Seventh 
‘aventie. The tenants of the flats are re- 
spectable families of limited means. The 
\bundle was first seen at 5:50 o’clock this 
morning by a man named McLaughlin, who 
runs a grocery store at 159 West Seventeenth 
street, next door to the flat. He noticed it 
lying im’ the gutter when he opened his 

store. 

He thought, he says, that it was a bundle 
of old papers thrown out for the “ white 
wings,”’ and paid no further attention to it 
at the time. About 6:30 a. m. a delivery 
wagon drove up to the curb and one of the 
wheels ran over the bundle, tearing the 
wrapper and exposing the contents. <A 
crowd gathered, and a baker named Kohne, 
who lives at 150 Tenth avenue, hurried to 
the West Twentieth Street Police Station 
and reported the find. — 

Detectives Set to Work.

Station were immediately sert out on the

“It is fitting women should enter their 
protest against Roberts,’’ said’ Dr. Sarah 
Hackett Stevenson. ‘‘ The Utah Represent- 
ative stands openly in violation of the laws 
of the country and I thipk the home should 
protest.’”’ 


| Circular on the Subject. 

The Woman's Board of Home Missions of 
the Presbyterian Church, with headquarters 
at 156 Fifth avenue, New York, has issued 
thousands of circulars on the subject. dis- 
cussing Roberts’ case and calling for his re- 
moval for the public good. 

The circulars say Mr. Roberts has the 
three qualifications named in article I., sec- 
tion 2, paragraph 2 of the constitution—viz.: 
That he shall be 25 years old, a citizen seven 
years, and an inhabitant of the State in 
which he is ehosen. 

** We do not wish,” continues the circular, 
“to have the House take the risk of giving 
Mr. Roberts ground for appeal to the Su- 
preme Court in order to determine whether 
the House of Representatives has exceeded 
its constitutional prerogative in imposing 
other ‘ qualifications’ than the three re- 
quired by the constitution.”’ 

The constitutional lawyers-who advised 
the persons issuing the circular that the 
House has no power to impose qualifications 
agree, according to the circular, “‘ that the 
power of expulsion by a two-thirds vote, pro- 
vided for in article I, section 5, paragraph 2, 
is an unlimited power, and that either House 
may, under this provision; expel a member 
for any reason whatsoever, if two-thirds of 
its members vote for hisexpulsion.”” 

Continuing, circular says: ‘‘ We there- 
fore demand Mr. Roberts’ expulsion in the 
interests of public morality and the general 
welfare of our country, not only because he 
ls an avowed polygamist, but also because 
he is a covenant breaker, and because, in his 
election, the Mormon people are flaunting 


into the faces of the American people, and 
trying by indirection to compel the House of 
Representatives to sanction polygamy.”’ 

The circular then shows how Roberts has 
violated the provisions of the Edmunds anti- 
polygamy law, and gives quotations show- 
ing how the Utah man defends Mormonism 
and polygamy.

It was feared that the Filipinos would be- 
come a public charge and a conference was 
held today with the War department offi- 
cials in regard to the disposal of Aguinaldo's 
countrymen. It was decided to direct Gen- 
eral Shafter to place them upon a govern- 
ment transport and send them back without 
expense to the government for subsistence. 
Proceedings against those responsible for 
the presence of the Filipinos in this coun- 
try will be begun at once, as the government 
does not propose to pay for the maintenance 
of sixty-eight persons for a peried of forty 
days when a private concern benefited by 
their presence here. 3 
The government did not give permission 
for the landing of the Filipinos, and it is 
sought to hold the officer in charge of the 
transports at Manila responsible for the 
violation of the immigration laws.

Professor Wilhelm Foerster of Berlin de- 
livered an interesting address on the prog- 
ress of the human mind in its conception of 
the astronomical universe.

All 
that had been written about their physi- 
ological and chemical action upon the 
human orgamsm and their availability as 
a “cure”’ for sundry ailments was unscien- 
tific, because not proven. In treating Roent- 
gen rays as an ‘aid to diagnosis, he dwek 
particularly on their use in observing mal- 
formations and abnormal growths of the 
bones, changes that result from disease, and 
the bones of dwarfs and humpbacks, 

The program also included many subjects 
of interest to ihe learned only.

Rockford, IL, Oct. 7.—[ Special. ]—To lessen 
the liability of the misuse of trust positions 
and funds in the Methodist Church, the 
October conference adopted the following 
resolution this afternoon: 

** Resolved, That we record our unqualified 
condemnation of all use of church funds or 
official positions for personal gain, and that 
we hereby memoralize our next general con- 
ference to provide clearer definitions of the 
duties and Hmitations of all our church 
officials.”’ 

The resolution was introduced by the Rev. 
¥. HL. Sheets of Chicago, and signed by 
thirty of the most prominent preachers in 
the conference. 

Presiding Kider Caldwell was before an 
investigating committee all afternoon and 
evening, subjected to sweatbox methods in 
a search for the truth about his loan deal 
with Dr. Curts. 
* Dr. Caldwell refused to admit to the com- 
mittee that he had done wrong in giving 
Curts a bonus for the use of trust funds of 
the church. As Dr. Curts was acquitted 
of the deal only because of confession and 
 gppeal for forgiveness, members of the 

investigating committee say they don’t set. 
how they can acquit Caldwell. The in- 
vestigating committee was appointed by the 
Presiding Elders this morning, and con- 
gists of the Rev. Dr. W. O. Shepard, C. J. 
Little, M. E. Cady, W. H. Pierce, C. W. 
Thornton, C. E. Arnold, and M. L. Norris. 


Dr. Caldwell’s Dramatic Appeal. 


In a dramatic appeal to the conference Dr. 
Caldwell asked for the appointment of the 
investigating committee this morning. He 
arose before the. conference had fairly 
opéned and got the start of one or two who 
arose at thé same time. He said he had been 
a minister for forty-six years, and this was 
the first time his character had been ques- 
tioned. 

Dr. Vanhorne objected to his making a 
speech in defense till the investigating com- 
mittee was appointed. 

Dr. Caldwell asked the conference for 
patience and pity, saying he had a wife and 
children full of trouble because of the ac- 
cusations, and grandchildren who were being 
twitted at school with his alleged.dishonesty, 
and he ged the conference to hear him 
through. r. J. E. Foster stopped him with 
the declaration: ‘‘ Caldwell isn't treating 
* the matter fairly. He is trying to influence 

the committee not yet appointed.’’

Ifso, you must 

sit down.”’

“It is a singular and grotesque fact,” said 
an eye specialist of this city, “‘ that a great 
many uneducated people get into the spec- 
tacle-tabit without any need whatever for 
wearing glasses. Take, for instdnce, a man 
whose eyes become a little infiamed from 
exposure to the sun or some other cause. 
His sight is all right, and what he really 
needs is a soothing lotion of some sort to 
allay the irritation of the membrane. Fre- 
quently, however, he will imagine that he 
requires a pair of spectacles, and will buy 
them at the cheapest place he can find, with- 
out the slightest regard to the suitability of 
the lenses. In nine cases out of ten it is al- 
most impossible for him to see through the 
things, but he will wear them as much as he 
can, believing that his eyes are being bene- 
fited. Such instances are astonishly com- 
mon among the poorer classes, and the ped- 
diets who go through the country districts 

s carry several dozen cheap ‘ specs’ 
n their packs. They find a ready sale. I 
have had several country people comé to me 
for treatment who were wearing glasses 
that contained only one lens. They would 
explain that they took the other out so they 
could see to get around. When they were 
fitted with proper lenses they were much 
surprised to find they could see better 
through them than with their natural eyes. 
The wearing of spectacles in some remote 
rural districts amounts to almost a supersti-

BURNS AT WHEATON. 


Lives of Many Endangered—Dr. Will- 


iam B: Fish, Who Conducts the Place, 
Risks Death by Entering the Flam- 
ing Struéture to Seek One of His 
Charges, ‘Who Is Found Later Out- 
side~He Ip Rescued by Means of a 


Ladder. 


A blaze which destroyed Dr. William B. 


Fish'’s Home for Imbecile and Feeble-Minded 
Children, a mile west of Wheaton, pat fn 
jeopardy for a time the lives of twenty-two 
of the inmates yesterday. The fire started 
from a stove in the laundry. Five minutes 
after the blaze was discovered the house was 
burning with a red glare which could be seen 
for miles: Mist of the children were out of 
the house for recess, which lasts from 11 to 
12 o'clock. Tihhe noon bell had just rung for 
dinner, however, and some of the children 
already had 4ntered the house when the fire 


was discovered. 
As soon as the blaze was discovered Mrs. 


Fish, wife of the doctor, ran to a telephone 
and’ sent in a’call for the Wheaton Fire de- 
partment, which came inside of fifteen min- 
utes. By that time flames were ring 
from the basement and first foor windows. 


Dr. Fish Enters Burning Building. 


Before the: Fire department had reached 


the scene Dr. Fish had made a hurried count 
of the children and found that one was miss- 
ing. Fearing the child was in peril he went 
back into the burningthouse. Nobody missed 
him until the flame@ had reached the roof; 
then Mrs. Fish noticed his absence and urged 


the firemen to seek and rescue him. 
A ladder was hurriedly raised to a second 


story window and a fireman ascended just 


in time to meet the doctor, who had been 


driven to the window by the fire after an 
ineffectual search for the child. Dr. Fish was 


takn down safely. He suffered burns on the 


face and the loss of his hair. The missing 


child was found some distance away in the 


fields, having retreated in f of the fames. 


Carry Water in ets. 
The Whéaton Fire department, under the 


leadership of Captain J. H. Camp, made 
vigorous efforts to save the building, but 
had no m of getting water on the flames 
except by uSing buckets, the school being 
outside of the public water system of Wheat- 
on and being supplied from a well by a wind- 
mill. The firemen saved a piano and some 
of the more expensive articles of furniture 
and prevented the spread of the flames to an

SILER TELLS OF THE PLANS OF THE 
BIG EASTERN CLUBS, 


Coney Island Organization Virtually 
Closes Its Doors for the Season— 
Broadway Club, Being More Cen- 
trally Located, Will Take Most of 
the Smaller Fights, While the More 
Important Engagements Will Be 
Taken Care Of at the Lenox. 


{BY GEORGE SILER.] 

New York, Oct. 7.—[Special.]—The Coney 
Island Sporting club has virtually closed ‘its 
doors for the season. Cool weather, poor 
transportation facilities, and meager attend- 
ance since the Ryan-Craig fight are the 
causes. 

When William Brady, Jeffries’ manager, 
returned from England he had contracted 
with Bobby Dobbs, Frank Craig, Ben Jor- 
dan, Harry Ware, Dave Wallace, and Will 
Curley to meet men in their respective 
classes at the Coney Island club. The first 
named pair met Matty Mathews and Tommy 
Ryan, respectively, as per contract, but to 
fair houses only. The other English fighters, 
according to arrangements, were to have 
followed with their respective opponents 
every Monday night up to within the week 
of the Jeffries-Sharkey fight, which was 
scheduled for Oct 23. This date was after- 
ward changed to Oct. 27, and was to wind 
up a three nights carnival—Oct. 25, 26, and 27 
-—with Oscar Gardner and Ben Jordan and 
George Dixon and Will Curley as prelimi-# 
paries to the big event. : 

Cool weather and poor transportation, as 
gtated above, caused a complete change of 
program, and arrangements as now per- 
fected are to have all the international fights 
take place in this city at the Lenox and 
Broadway Clubs, as the same parties are 
interested in both. The date and location of 
the Jeffries-Sharkey fight, however, stands 
as advertised. That is, it did up to the time 
of this writing. This fight is considered the 
biggest thing of tts kind ever pulled off in 
Pastern ring history, and the railroad com- 

jes on the other side of the big bridge 
ve guaranteed the best transportation 
possible for the occasion. 


The first of the transferred international 
fights, that between Eddie Santry and Ben 
Jordan, takes place at the Lenox club next 
Tuesday night, and this, as I learned today, 

y be the last fight the Lenox club people 

ill pull off fof some time, owing to a mis- 
understanding between the owners of the 
club building and the club managers. Should 
the trouble not be patchéd up all the fights 
in this city will be held at the Broadway 
club every Tuesday and Friday night. The 
Broadway club is located on Broadway, be- 
tween. Fourth street and Astor place, and 
therefore within short riding distance of all 
parts of the city. 

Its only drawback is capacity. At prices 
now in vogue, $1, $2, $3, and $5, it will hold 
about $5,700, hardly enough for important 
fights unless the prices are raised. The 
Lenox club, situated at One Hundred and 
Seventh street and Lexington avenue, is al- 
most as large as the Coney Island club build- 


' ing, but is a bit too far away for ordinary 


fights. 

The Coney Island club, with prices as ar- 
ranged for the big fight, will hold, all seats 
sold, $102,000, and the Lenox club, with the 
same prices, about $91,000. It will,. there- 
fore, be seen that the Broadway club is 
hardly large enough for important battles 
whether between little or big fellows, even | 
with a raise in the prices. 


I learned late this afternoon that the 
owners of the Lenox club buijding hoisted a 
flag of truce, and the probability is that the 
clup will retain the buildIng..bdoubt, how- 
ever, whether any but important fights wilii 
be held there. By important battles I mean 
thuse that will draw more than the capacity 
of the Broadway club. The latter club, on 
account of its location, is the better one for * 
fighters thet cannot draw more than $5,000. 
A pair of boxers that would draw but a 
$1,000 house at the Lenox could almost 
doubie it at the Broadway, so the latter 
plant is the better. 

Numerous matches have been arranged for 
the next two months, enough, in fact, to 
keep the followers of the sport busy if they 
take them all in. We have within easy 
reaching distance the Lenox, Broadway, 
Coney Island, Greenwood, Pelican, Her- 
cules, and National clubs, and as_ they 
rarely if ever conflict in dates a fight is as- 


Jack O'Brien's victory over Tim Kearns 
last week has sent the former’s stock sky- 
ward. Tom O'Rourke thinks to the amount 
of $2,500 that he can defeat/F rank Erne, the 
Present lightweight chafipion. Bill Brady 
offered $5,000 for the fight, and if he secures 
it will probably have it take place at the 
Coney Island club the night before the 
Jeffries-Sharkey fight, Oct. 26.

Another Traveler in Altruri:. 
“The Island.” By Richard Whiteing. 
Chicago: Charles H. Sergel company. 

It was inevitable that the earlier story 
written by the author. of “No. 5 John 

Street” shouki be revived, but after read- 

ing . The Island ’’ one cannot regret the re- 

vival. 
It is the old story of social revolt and 

Arcadian simplicity, another ‘‘ News from 

Nowhere,” the nowhere being the Island of 


unbelievable news that it is possible for a 
community to Hve on terms of social equal- 
ity and simple fraternal feeling. 

The hero is a “ person of quality” who, 
suddenly finding life in London and Paris 
** out of focus,"’ gives “ civilization the slip ”’ 
and goes for a voyage around the world. 
Accident makes him for a moment a second 
Robinson Crusoe, alone on an apparently 
deserted island. But a better fate than Cru- 
soe’s is his; instead of a man Friday, a 
woman, Victoria, appears to lighten his 
gloom. She is a magnificent specimen of 
womanhood and proves to be only one of 
many such in the little village to°which she 
finally leads the hero. 

This is just the place for a man who had 
been trying to kill ‘the worm ennui,”’ and 
the crude charm and simpliclty of a village 
where potatoes are used as currency and 
one wedding ring is sometimes made to do 
duty on various occasions delights the per- 
son of quality. 

Victoria's attitude towards him, too, is 
unique ani piquant. She constitutes her- 
self his nurse and protector and acts as a 
physical prop when he climbs up mountains. 
“ There is nothirg to keep up the fiction of 
knightly service, not a fan to hold, a car- 
riage door to open, a wrap to arrange. So 
I made no more pretense of homage to the 
sex than any other Infant in charge.’ 

The fever of discontent is not altogether 
absent from the community, and the trav- 
eler is asked to introduce English ways and 
methods. This is the author’s opportunity to 
give vent to his hatred of the “ grotesque in- 
congruities ” and inequalities of society and 
to preach the beautiful truth that the help 
of all is the only end worth striving for. 

Of course the book reveals some of the 
impracticability that usually characterizes 
such social schemes. Yet the “ flying per- 
fect’ is ever kept in sight, and there is 
much of the quality that the author attrib- 
utes to his heroine, that of ‘“‘ sublime sug- 
gestiveness.”’ 


Besant Not at His Best. 
“The Orange Girl.” By Sir 
Besant. Dodd, Mead & Co. 

It must be confessed that Sir Walter 
Besant’s latest novel comes dangerous- 
ly near to being dull. The dullness is not 
ever of an up-to-date kind, but is of that 
old-fashioned type which introduces one 
to a villain whose blacknese of character 
is never relieved by a speck of white, and 
to a heroine whose purity of soul knows 
no blot. Inasmuch as the heroine was 
the daughter of a criminal and had been 
brought up in the midst of the most de- 
graded of humanity a few blots would have

The time of. the tale is the eighteenth 
century, and it is the author’s evident inten- 
tion to reveal the rottenness of 
social conditions, the prison system, and 
gambling-houses of that time.

FRESH SCIENTIFIC NOTES. 


FOREIGN ANIMALS IN ENGLAND.—The 
Duchess of Bedford writes a long letter to Land 
and Water, in which she says that as the result 
of experiments made at Woburn with forty differ- 
ent species of deer, nine varieties ‘‘ will survive 
an ordinary English winter in an open park with 
no more feeding than is usually given to red and 
fallow deer.’’ these are the Japanese 
deer, the Caucasian red deer, and the Indian 
muhtjac. The Duchess next enumerates six spe- 
cles, among which Is the wapiti, which ‘‘ would 
do well given the shelter of a large woodland.’’ 
On the other hand, the elk and moose, reindeer 
and caribou, pampas, brockets, mule and black- 
tailed deer of America ‘‘ appear from experience 
to be wholly incapable of acclimatization.’’ The 
Duchess goes on to point out two insuperable ob- 
stacles to allowing deer to run wild in Great 
Britain. ‘‘ The first, the hounds, which I will 
not comment upon; the second, ‘the bucolic 
mind’ which is apt to look upon deer (and, I may 
add, birds) as anybody’s property.’’ The only 
bird which she recommends to add to the British 
game birds is the Reeves pheasant; ** but any 
one who tries the experiment will soon learn that 
he has done the loca) bird-stuffer a good turn.”’ 


EVOLUTION OF THE BICYCLE.—In a lecture 
delivered before the Society of Arts, London, Mr. 
Sharp said the frame of the bicycle is the part 
on which more than any other the safety and 
comfort of the rider depend. The frame may be 
regarded as a structure, supported at the centers 
of the wheels, carrying the rider and the driving 
gear. The principal dimensions of the frame on 
which the rider’s comfort depends are (1) the 
wheel the distance between the centers 
of the wheels.

“Once every thirty-three years the specta- 
él@ of millions of stars falling out of the 
heavens is witnessed by the human race—a 
seémingly long time, but only a second in 
the eternity of the heavens. The assertion 
is: safe that none who behold the cataclysm 
living fire which will pour from the sky 
en the orbit of the Leonids intersects 
t of the earth will fail to bear forever in 
md the memory ef the spectacle. Every 
year a few scattered fragments of the shat- 
tered heavenly body are seen, but the ap- 
pearance of the main groups is relatively 
mre. . 

Questions naturally present themselves as 
to what in reality are the Leonids, where do 
they come from, and how is it possible to 
predict the fall’ of shooting stars? These 
questions have been answered in part by cal- 
culations and observations, and in part 
by well-founded theories of astronomers. 

In the first place the single me- 
teor or meteorite which makes, when 
it strikes the atmosphere of the 
earth, the so-called shooting star is 
often a mere tramp of the heavens—the de- 
tached fragment of some burst planet, too 
small ‘for observation with the finest tel- 
escope, that wanders around in space until 
it comes within the circle of attraction of 
some larger body, when gravity causes it to 
fall. Generally in the course of its deacent 
through the atmosphere of the larger body 
the meteorite generates so much heat that 
it is entirely consumed, but if large enough 
a part remains solid and strikes the earth. 
But neither the single meteor nor meteorite 
can be observed except in the brilliant fash- 
fon of its death. 

The comet, on the contrary, is a creature 
of the skies more to be reckoned with. Er- 
ratic as its wanderings may seem to the 
unsophisticated, in reality it pursues a 
most definite course among the stars. The 
lengths of the orbit which comets travel 


to thousands of billions. The time which 
different comets take in completing their 
orbits varies from three and a half to a 
hundred thousand years. The preciseness 
of astronomical knowledge is such that the 
exact distance one of these bodies moves 
ina second can be determined. Hence the 
time at which it will arrive at any given 
point in its orbit can be predicted to the 


serond. 


Fragments of Former Comet. 


When the statement is made, then, that 
the Leonids. are but.the fragments of a 
former comet, ang that those fragments are. 
following the course pursued in bygone ages 
by that comet, it wilh be seen rendily that” 
there is nothing remarkable in the farther 
Statement ‘that modern astronomers can 
predict the time at which the November 
meteoric showers willappear. The swarm of 
particles which formed the once glorious 
orb known as Tempel's comet now pursue 
in the outer darkness of space the identical 
path which they followed when parts of a 
whole.

According to 
Professor Simon Newcomb, Tempel’s comet 
has been dead.only 3,300 years, The cause 
of explosion was probably the intense heat 
generated by the terrific rate at which the 
comet revolved. But for the fragments of 
the burning body there could be no rest. 
The forces which compelled the larger body 
to. follow through countless ages a certain 
path were at work as well among the flying 
particles. They fell into line, the larger 
fragments taking the head of the line and 
the smaller particles falling in behind for a 
million miles and more, and the unending 
journey, interrupted for a while, was taken 
up again along the old path. 

The course of Tempel’s comet and of its 
subsequent particles completely encircles the 
orbit of the earth, touching it only at one 
point on its outeredge. Continuing it crosses 
the orbit of Jupiter and Saturn and ex-

Makes a Rare Spectacle. 

“A great meteoric shower is generally 
perfectly noiseless. When the streak is first 
formed it is narrow and straight, but it soon 
becomes serpentine, and assumes an irreg- 
ular figure as it drifts along, under theinfip- 
ence of the wind current in the upper region 
of the atmosphere. The streaks are of var- 
fous colors, owing to the different composi- 
tions of the meteorites. Some are of a deli- 
cate greenish hue, while others ight up the 
skies with a ruddy glow. Streaks of ‘ 
red, white, and bluish-white commingle to 
oa a most remarkable and beautiful spec- 


Dr. W. F. Denning, Fellow of the Royal 
Astronomical Society of England, has found 
that the history of these displays goes back 
a thousand years. He quotes the celebrated 
historian, Conde, who in his Arabian history: 
states that “ On the night of the 12th of Oc- 
tober, 902, an immense number of falling 
stars were geen to spread themselves over 
the face of the sky like rain.’’ This par- 
ticular year was known thereafter as “ the 
‘year of stars." |

nation.’’

Well Supplied with Food. 


When Gordon arrived in Khartum he found 
wandering—hungry and helpless—the thousands 
Widows and orphans of the soldiers who a 
few months before constituted Hicks Pasha’s 
army. Throughout his journals you will dis- 
cuver constant reference to the food question, 
With accounts of his successiul search for the 
stolen biscuits, which had ‘‘ enormously reduced ”’ 
the supplies in the hands of the government. 
Gordon had calculated that the relieving army 


| would reach him at the beginning of November, 


so that we find him writing on the 2d of that 
Month that he has six weeks’ food supplies. In 


‘making this estimate he was allowing for full 


rations to the troops (who were also in receipt 
of the money with which to buy those rations), 
and the wants of the poor. On the I1th of that 
month he discovers nearly 1,000,000 pounds of 
Stolen biscuits. On the 2ist he writes: do 
not believe one person has died of hunger Hea g 


‘the months we have been shut up.’ “On Dec. 14, 


that is a month after the latest date he had es- 
timated for the arrival of the relief expedition, 
he says that unless the troops come in ten days 
the town may fall; and this because he had on 
Nov. 12 written: ‘‘ Omdurman fort has one and a 
half months’ supply of food and water.’’ WIth 
the fall of this fort he knew that the end would 
s00n come. 

But up to this date the soldiers, who were not 
entitled to rations since they received money 
for their purchase, were given full rations, and 
there is every reason to believe that the pinch 
only came when Omdurman fort fell on Jan, 14 
or 15, and the town was completely hemmed in. 
Food was short, no doubt, but, eight days before 
the fall of the town, Gordon could spare from 
the stores 1.600 pounds of biscuits to provision a 
boat for the Europeans. 

One should only be filled with amazement that 
Gordon held out so long after the date when 
he had expecte1 relief, and it is not only ridicu- 
lous but monstrous to attack him, because he 
did not calculate that the expedition would only 
arrive seventy-eight instead of seventy-six days 
late, when we know for certain that his troops 
were receiving full rations, which they were not 
entitled to for at least a month after the date of 
the expected arrival of the expedition. 


At Last Gives Up Hope. 

It is true that Gordon, seeing the food supplies 
giving out, recommended people to leave him and 
join the Mahdi, but this was only after more days 
had slipped away after the “ ten days from Dec. 
14.°" He had then abandoned all hope, and saw 
that his prophecy was to: come true—the expedi- 
tion would arrive just ‘‘ too late."” In comparison 
with the number of widows whom Gordon had 
had to support for ten months, without the slight- 
est assistance or aid from outside. the number 
of wives of his ‘‘ enemies ’’ in the Mahdi’s camp 
was so insignificant as to be unworthy of notice. 
But even supposing that all the starving women 
who went to Gordon, crying for the bread which 
Father Ohrwalder suggests should have been rep- 
resented by a stone, were the wives of his.enemies, 
his own writing justifies Gordon’s feeding of 
them, for he says: ‘‘ These crafty people thus 
assured themselves that, should the Mahdi be 
victorious, their loyalty to him would insure the 
safety of their families and property in Khar- 
tum, while, on the other hand, should Gordon be 
victorious, then their wives and families would 
be able to mediate for them with the conquerors.”’

Salignac, Queyla, Vanni, 
Dufriche. Meux, De Vries, Pini-Corsi, 
Bauda. Sonnino, Nepoti, and Illy. Mme. 
Sembrich, as is known, reached New York 
a fortnight and more.ago, having come early 
from Europe in order to sing at the Wor- 
cester festival, and other eminent members 
of the company are either now on the ocean 
er soon will be setting sail. Edouard de 
Reszke and Mile. de Lussan will arrive today 
or tomorrow: Mmes. Ternina and Schumann- 


Heink and Herrn Muhlmann, Morgenstern, 


and Muller will start from Hamburg on Oct. 
19; Miss Susan Strong and Mme. Mantelli 
leave Havre two days later; Van Dyck em- 
barks. from Bremen on Oct. 22; and Oct. 28 
will gee Mme. Eames and Mme. Nordica say- 
ing good-by to friends at Southampton. Al- 
varez, however, will not sail until Dec. 2, 
which means that we Chicagoans will not 
hear the great Spanish-French tepor this 
ear. 

g RES Grau talked much of Sig. Scotti 
and of Fritz Friedrichs, but the date of ar- 
rival of these additions to his forces is not 
mentioned.so it is reasonably safe to say that 
they, too, will be heard, like M. Alvarez, only 
in New York. Sig. Scotti is a young singer 
who won favor by his work as Don Giovan- | 
ni in London this season, and Manager Grau 
seems to think highly of his Falstaff in 
Verdi’s delightful setting of the Shakspeare 
comedy, so his absence from the company 
means the dmission from the Chicago réper- 
toire of two operas which would be heard 
with sincere pleasure. As for Herr Fried- 
richs, he has long been recognized through- 
out all Germany as the best Beekmesser 
found on any stage, and any one who has 
watched his wonderful portrayal of the self- 
satisfied, excitable town clerk in Wagner's 
greatest opera will keenly regret the possi- 
bility of Chicago’s not being permitted to 
see him in this and other roles during the 
November engagement. 

That the company will be one of exception- 
al strength, so far as prime donne are con- 
cerned, is clear from the nanies of the so- 

and contraltes mentioned as having 
arrived or being expé@cted.. And the plans of 
Grau as outlined by him last week 
are attractive, not because of the vast array 
of three novelties he promises—old works 
that are novelties only because of having 
been so long neglected by him—but because 
of the all-star casts he has arranged. His 
theory of opera managementis: ‘‘ Stars, not 
operas, draw the crowds; crowds mean cash; 
cash is what I’m after; stars, therefore, it 
shall be.”’ His big star card in the early 
season was “ Faust”; later Huguen 
was served with three prime donne and a 
quartet of “ big men; and then Wagner's 
“ Tristan " was cast with all stars.

California is so far from the art centers 
of the Eastern States that its artists do not 
come so directly under the influence of the 
general art movement of the country as the 
artists of the middle States, where the cost 


of transportation is low enough to permit

* however, what might be termed a style of 


their own, or at least an appreciable family 
likeness in their works which may be the 
result of association or a common environ- 
ment. One of the foremost of these artists 
is William Keith. A collection of eight of 
his landscapes at O’Brien’s will prove a reve- 
lation and a treat to most of the art lovers 
of Chicago. .His work has the richness of 
color and dramatic force of that of Inness, 
and at the same time shows more definition 
and a wider range of subject and effect.

American town where there is no: 

\mewspaper, no trolley car, no rail- 

road; no bank, no woman,” no 
church, no candidate for office, nd ice, 
no preacher. There is’ nothing. really | 
American at Jolo except 500 soldiers, who sit ~ 
on a lonely little pier and watch for some 
boat to come in with the mail. As there is 
a boat only once in every two or three weeks 

_ this gives steady employment to the soldiers 
and keeps*them from worrying about other 

There are Chinamen—about 2,000 of them— 
in Jolo, and outside the city wall the 
Mohammedan natives of the Island of’Jolo 
stand about in picturesque attitudes, and 
barter their barongs, and krisses, and spears, 
and headdresses, and scarfs, and arything 
else they may happen to have on to the sol- 
ders. 

’ The soldiers who are not sitting on the 
pier watching for the mailboat walk idly |, 
about the town. They cannot walk far in 
any ction without either butting up 

against the city wall 6r walking into the 
ocean, so they either sit in the parks; «hich 
are not quite as big as a hotel dining-room 
in the States, or go to the small shops kept 
by Chinamen, and drink warm pop and hot

People who have not time to look intoa 

. geography whenever they read the papers 
nowadays may be bothered to know whether 

the western part of 
Porto Rico, or on the Island of Oahu or 

‘ Hawaii, or the one to which Aguinaldo’s 
men retreated after the fall of Malolos. But 
Jolo i@ more remote than any of these, in 
fact, it is the farthest away from the States 

of all American towns. It is on the Island of 
Jolo, which has another mame, Sulu, that it 
answers to just as willingly. 
Sulu on the. map is at the bottom of the 
Philippine group, and about half way be- 
tween Borneo and Mindanao. It is only ten 
miles wide and thirty-four miles iong. The 
Town of Jolo is only 6° from the equator, 
and the families and friends of the Twenty- 
third Regiment probably are worrying them- 
selves a good deal more ill in the States over 
the frightful heat in which their heroes sup- 
posedly are sweltering than are the heroes 
themselves. Most of the men find it neces- 
sary to sleep under .an army bianket at 
‘Might, and were exchanging anxious inquir- 
les the August morning I left there as tc 
whether it was going to snow. The tem- 
perature was hardiy ever, even at noonday, 
above 88°, and went as low at night as 56°.

Of all the strange ¢owns that America 
has adopted during the last year, Jolo is the 
t. Perhaps the Vassar girl's phrase 
for anything unusual should be applied to 
it, for Jolo “is positively weird.”’ It is not 
® town of Sulu natives, for the natives are 
Carefully corralled at sundown every night 
by the provost guard and put out of town,

Mish drill,” but it means to the Moros that 


hours of the day. From 12 o’clock until 2 


the gate is closed and they can neither leave 


nor enter the city. These customs originat- 
ed with the Spaniards. who held the town 
from 1851 down to a few months ago, when 
pulled Gown their -fiag’ and the Ameri- 


cans took formal possession of the place. 
Jolo formerly was the residence of the 
Sultan, but after the Spaniards took the 


city he retired to Maybun.on the opposite 


side of the island, and that place has re- 
mained the seat of the Sultanate ever since. 
The Spaniards never were able to get far 
outaide of Jolo execpt with a full regiment 
that had to fight as it went. It was as much 
as the Spaniards could do to keep Jolo, and 
they did that only by building a high wall 
around the town and maintaining practical- 
ly a state of siege allthe time. . 
Many of the customs that.the American 
troops still observe in Jolo were instituted 


by General Arolas, the bést Governor Spain 


ever sent to any of its colonies. When 
Arolas went to Jolo the Juramentados, who 
had taken their vows to die killing Chris- 
tians, would slip into town at night and be- 
gin a massacre, or conceal weapons in their 
clothing by day and wait until they were 
well inside the city, when they: would sud- 
denly run amuck and kill right .and left 


ufifll they finally met the death they sought. 


Arolas established the lanceria, which the 


«Americans call the spear. market,” just 


outside the city gate, where all Moros are 
stopped’ by a guard searched for 
weapons. 
The Americans hve, po fears of the Jura- 
mentados. Our men wander around at the 
lanceria in the midst of crowds of wild-look- 
ing Moros that could hack them to pieces in 
& moment with no more concern than they 
would show in pushing their way through a 
crowd in State street. It is hardly to be ex- 
pected that religious prejudices and customs 
can be changed tn a day and that there’ will 
be no more Juramentados among the Moros. 


DOUBT AMERICANS’ RELIGION. 
The trouble among the ultra-religious sect 
of the Sulu Mchammedans, however, who 
would be prone to g0 straight from’earth to 
heaven by killing a few Christians, is that 
the Moros are puzzled as to. whether the 
,Americans are Christians When the Twen- 
ty-third Regiment went into. Jolo the Cath. 
olic cathedral was taken asa barracks un- 
der stress of military necessity. This was a 
most startling proceeding to the Moros, and 
a terrible blow to intending Juramentados. 
The Moros asked themselves whether a peo- 
ple who slept with their boots.on, and who 
marched with guns into the house that had 
been the sacred place of the Spaniards, who 
were Christians, -could themselves be Chris- 
tians, “It could not be. 
Moreover, on the first 4 | 
when the other Christians 
long procession to the holy place and their 
priests had chanted’and waved little lamps 
of brass, these Americans were wont to come 
out to the meadow otuside the city wall and 
throw a ball at each other and hit it with a 
heavy stick and knock it a great distance, 
and then shout so that the echo thereof could 
be_heard half way to Maybun. What would 
it profit a man if he shaved even his head and 
his eyebrows and slew these people. If 
these strange Americans were not Chris- 
tians then would Mohammed drive the Jura- 
mentados away in wrath when they should 
come before him and claim entrance to his 
heaven. The Moros practically have ended: 
their investigations by deciding that the 
Americans are not Christians. 
Another sad blow to the 


that his men will capture the Juramentados 
alive and hang them on the same gallows 
with the priest who heard their vows. the 
barber who shaved their heads, as well as 
any person who knew of their intentions 
and did not warn the Americans. » The Moros 
say this is sad, but true. It ts a part ofa 
Juramentado’s vow to die while in the act of 
slaying Christians. To be knocked in the 
back of the head with a gun butt and dragged 
like a sick buffalo to the jail, and then to be 
taken out and like a common thief 
was disquieting to think of. Then there was 
the risk of finding out, all too late, that the 
Americans are not Christians, anyhow, and 
that the Juramentado had gained neither the 
prophet’s bosom, nor the sixteen heavenly 
houris, nor everlasting bliss. 
Another reason for the non-appearance of 


Juramentados so far.is the Sultan’s remark:

industry is the declaration of General Bates. 
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** The Spaniards tried-continually to convert. 
us from our faith to theirs.. Leave my peo- 
ple’s religion alone and there will be no 
Juramentados.”’. There is no one at Jolo 
now who cares a snap ‘whether the Moro he 
meets is a Mohammedan, a “ hard-shell ”’ 
Baptist, or a Mormon elder. But the officers 
of the regiment,shudder at the mention of 
missionaries. They say they will repaint 
the signs in the, park and make them read, 
** Keep off the Moros’ religion.’’ | Ps 

The houses in Jolo are packed in as nicely 
as sardines in a 20-cent tin. The Spaniards 
did not want to waste too much money on a 
wall, so they drew the town close in to the. 
sea, canned it’ up with the twelve-foot wall, 
and sealed it hermetically by decreeing that 
there should be no houses outside. The 
planting of suburbs is not a flourishing in- 
dustry at Jolo. oof 

The town is only about as wide as an ordi- 
nary Chicago block,’and not over four blocks 
long. The wall runs entirely around the 
town except onthe .water side, and there is 
only one gate. Outside the wall, at some 
distance from the town, are three block- 
houses occupied by detachments from the 
garrison of the town. . 


COMIC-OPERA SCENE. 

Jolo would delight the eye of the comic 
opera Hbrettist. It looks like nothing 80 
much as the setting for a good stage picture. 
The old walls are weather beaten and moss | 
grown.

An American sees an 
ivory hendled barong that he fancies, mo- 
tions towards it, and asks “ quanta valu?” 
which is supposed to be pure Castilian for

will slap his hands together and hold up hid 
fingers to show the price. If he slaps his 
hands three times and holds up five fingers, 
that means $35. The American says “ No, 
no; ten,” and he slaps his hands together ;

, The newly arrived customers seldom dis- 
appoint the fond expectations of the Moro 
venders. A Major of infantry fresh, from

market ‘as soon as he landed. One of the 
soldiers of the garrison at Jolo had been 
bargaining for three days trying to buy a 
barong for $4 that the Moro owner asked 
The Major saw this barong.' “ How 
much?’ he asked. The Moro slapped his 


“hands together twice. “Twenty dollars,” 


the soldier told the Major. ‘* All right,’’ said 
the Major, “ I'll take it.”” The Moro almost 
wept because he had not taken a closer look 
at the Major and asked $40 for his barong.

SOCIAL AMENITIES. | 

“Bometimes the Moros are invited to the 
receptions ‘that are given by the officers to 
visitors:or to the officers of the warships in 
the harbor. The Moros bring their native 
instruments, which are chiefly collections of 
old ‘iron kettles-and tomtoms. played by 
women, and to the accompaniment of the 
monotonous wailings of the native band the 


Moro warriors give sword and spear dances. 


In the spear dance two warriors give an im- 
itation of their prowess on the field of bat- 
tle. ‘They carry big wooden shields on their 
arms and each endeavors to touch with his 
spear the shield of the other.’ The warriors 
‘caper about, wgve their*spears over their 


» heads, and give yells that would make — 


Sioux Indian jealous. Their spears dar 
back and* forth, suddenly one of them 
will strike the other’s shield. The audience 
shrieks with defight, and the kettles and 
tomtoms are. banged and hammered until 
the warriors are in a frenzy of excitement. 
/ They not’ infrequently forget entirely that 
they are only giving an exhibition and are 
extremely likely to drive their spears 
through one another’s arms or legs if the 
referee does not step in and declare a truce. 
Even then it is usually necessary for the 
friends of each warfior to rush in and seize 
him from behind and carry him away, prob- 
ably telling him in the Moro tongue how he 
could have killed the other man with just 
two more jabs. ee 
_ [fhe natives are not irresponsive to the so- 
cial attentions shown them by the Ameri- 
cans. The datos residing near Jolo fre- 
quently give lawn parties on their estates, 
where they have bull fights, horse races, 
and other pleasing div ments. / The bull 
fights are different fr the Spanish variety.

Twe 
caribou bulls oy brought out by theif 
owners, who held|them by means of long 
ropes fastened around the horns. The ani} 
mals were brought close together and then 
their angry pagsions were aroused by thé 
master of ceremonies and ‘his assistant, 
endeavored to start the fight by twisting thp 
tails of the bulls. Of course each bull got 
the idea that it was ‘the other bull, not a 
Moro, that was twisting his. caudel ap- 
pendage, and began to lower his head and 
paw the ground and bellow his rage, while 
the Moros whooped and yelled. + 
Finally the bulls made a lunge at each 
other, and as they parted one had a long 
crimson streak down his side. The bulls 
met again and locked horns and stood a 
moment. Then a particularly: hard yank 
at their tails made them leap’ to one side, 
and one rushed straight into the yelling mob 
‘and made for the grandstand; where the 
American visitors.were seated. The Moros 
yelled And ran in every. direction and the 
Amerigans hastily clambe.ed up to the top 
seat in the amphitheater or crawled undef 
it.

Two more bulls were brought out, but ab+ 
.solutely declined to get mad or even feel bad, 
no matter how much their. tails were twist- 
ed.

Oneof these gouged 
an eye out of the other bull and gored him 
in the side, besides trying to t Dato 
‘Calbi’s horse and charging the Moro women, 
who were gathered in an amphitheater re- 
served for their use. . | 


HOW THE MOROS RIDE. | 
There. were a half dozen or more “ events,” 
as they would be called in sporting circles, | 
and then-the.datos and their chiefs had what 
they termed a horse race, but which w 
merely an exhibition of riding and the i- 
ous gaits of their horses. 
The Moros ride like Arabs with the b 
toe in the stirrup and their knees almoi 
at the height of the horse's neck, sitting well 
back &und riding-with arms akimbo and yell- 
ing like Indians. Their saddles would arouse 
the scorn of any self-respecting Indian or 
cowboy in the States. They are wooden 
affairs, as wide and high in front as behind, 
and not only have thick cushions for the 
riders to sit on, but also slanting boards at 
the rear, to which soft pillows covered with 
red or green silk and embroidered. with 
flowers are fastened. The Moro loils back 
on his cushions as if he were in a rocking 
chair at the club. 
The. proceedings were ‘interrupted for ‘a 
while by an impromptu bull fight not on the 
program. The bull that had begn gored in 
| the.eye broke away from the tree where 
he had been tied and to revenge 
started a free for all fight with three buils

Moros into convulsions of joy. The owners 
of the bulls finally secured their pets and 
then the horse racing began again. 

The wives of the datos showed their skill 


trousers fluttering in the wind, The lit 
son of Dato Joakanain, brother of Calbi, on 
a diminutive. pony, and ae iy by several 
slaves, rode proudly up and down a few 
times, and then the master of ceremonies 
announced the arrival of six new bulls—all 
renowned fighters. But the Americans had 
wearied of the party and some of them went 
back to their boats, while General Bates 
and his staff took two bags of Mexican 
dollars that the government gave Calbi and 
Joakanain as presents, over to Calbi’s 
house, where the dato treated them to cakes 
and light wine. 
Life runs evenly in Jolo. Mr. Shuck, the 
interpreter, conducts a club for the officers, 
where one may sit in bamboo chairs and 
read papers not over two months old and 
hear Shuck talk about the billiard table and 
the rocking chairs he is going to get some 
day. Various. liquids are served, but with- 
out the accompaniment of ice, and reproach- 
ful voices are ever heard in the club’s best 
room: ‘Say, Shuck, what made you boil. 
the beer,” and **‘ Honesty Shuck, didn’t you 
pour hot water in the absinthe frappé?’’ 


CATS ARE.JOLO’S PEST... . 
‘ There is one sound.that makes the place 
seem almost like home. . When I heard it I 
wondered If it was the same cat that used to. 
sit on the billboard just east of Madison ave-, 
nue, near Sixty-first street. The Lieutenant 
in whose quartets I sat assumed a listening 
attitude. His eyes gleamed with the light 
of battle. “ That’s the same one,” he said. 
He noiselessly took a spear out of the rack, 
and stealing to the window poised _ his 
weapon and then let fly. There was a de- 
spairing shriek’ in the darkness, as with a 
thud the spear struck into the fence. The 
Lieutenant went out and then came back 
into the Nght of the window. He held up a 


‘‘That’s the fifth cat I’ve killed in two 
weeks,” said the Lieutenant. ‘‘ Jolo ain’t 
such a bad sort of a place.” 

The cats are the pest of Jolo. You failover 
them when walking along the street at night, 
and they give concerts immediately in the 
rear of every house. It has always been con- 
sidered legitimate to’ hurl anything at a cat 
that was closest at hand. This is what 
makes life hazardous at night in Jolo. The 
things nearest at hand_are spears and bar- 
ongs, and one who doesn’t wish to go to the 
hospital through poor marksmanship on the 
part of the man who “thought it was the 
cat’’ must walk wide of feline concerts. It 
is distressing to walk along a Jolo street at 
night and have a spear whizz past one’s 
head and quiver in a nearby tree, while a 
,voiece from a.window says: “I wonder if 
that was a cat, after all.” 


CHINESE.PRONE TO DISTURB. 
Whenever the 2.000 Chinese, who form the 
bulk of the resident population of Jolo, have 
the least possible excuse they set off fire- 
works that would make one think the Moros 
were not only attacking the town but blow- 
ing it up piecemeal with dynamite. The } 
provost guard had to go down and hold the 
Chinese citizens at the point of the bayonet 
the day the Sultan came into town to prevent 
an explosion that might lead his Excellency 
to belfeve the Americans suddenly had 
opened on him with eight-inch guns at 200 
yards’ range. The next day, when General 
Bates was to leave, however, the Chinamen 
sent a committee to say to Major Goodale 


tending the General’s departure. Permis- } 
sion was given, and when the battalion es- 
corting General Bates and his aids marched | 
down the Street of the Queen to the wharf 
the Chinamen turned loose an explosion of 
fireworks that was like the letting go of a 
powder mill. Bunches of Chinese firecrack- 
ers, with 2,000 crackers in each bunch and 
with a giant cracker at the end of the string. 
hung thick from the branches of every tree 
along the way. When the parade started the 
bunches were touched off, and the hilarious 
popping and booming that followed drowned 
even the triumphant strains of the band 
and made a Fourth of July celebration in the 
States seem as quiet by comparison as a 
family picnic on the Wooded Island ;

- Nobody knows just how much the dla- 
monds kept in store at Kimberley are worth, 
but the sum certainly is gigantic. Quite 
possibly it is $100,000,000. The company has 
offices in London, but its headquarters are 
in the south African city, where in a build- 
ing resembling a bank the gems are kept 
stored away in vaults. If only a fraction 
of them was offered for sale at once the 
price of diamonds promptly would tumble; 
but the great corporation, owning deposits 
which produce per cent of the world’s 
entire yield of th precious stones, controls 
the market by disposing of only a limited 


number of carats a year. 


The yield of the mines is 5,500 carats 
every twenty-four hours. The diamonds are 
_ sent daily, under armed escort, to the com- 
' pany’s headquarters, and delivered to the 
appraisers incharge. First they are cleaned 
by boiling them in a mixture of nitric and 
sulphuric acids, and then they are carefully 
sorted in respect to size, color, and purity. 
In one room are kept on exhibition 60.000 
carats, and the spectacle they afford is 
most striking. Beneath large windows runs 
a broad counter covered with sheets of white 
paper, upon which are laid out 
heaps of diamonds of all shades, from deep 
yellow to blue white, from deep brown to 
light brown, and in a great variety of blues, 


greens, and pinks. 


Mines in a Big’ Trust. 

Only a dozen years ago the 
mines included over 8,000 separate claims 
each thirty-one feet square, separated from 
each other by narrow roads. In 1898, how- 
ever, Ceci] Rhodes brought about a Cconsoli- 
dation of all these properties into a single 
corporation, which now practically monop- 
olizes the diamond production of the world 
with a capital of $19,500,000. Two of the 
mines, the Du Toits Pan and the.De Beers 
are the largest holes ever sunk in the earth. 
the mouth of the former being nineteen acres 
in extent, while the latter has a yawn of 
thirty-five acres. They are lighted by elec- 
tricity, and the machinery used its of the 
most ingenious and powerful description. 

From the central shaft of each mine runs a 7 
system of galleries, at various levels, like 
s0 many burrows, in which laborers dig out 
the diamond bearing earth and load it upon 
Nandears, that are hauled to the surface 
with the help of machinery. This earth is a 
bluish clay. It is spread out over the ground 
for some weeks, and though hard and tough 


at first hecomes friable and 


exposure ta sun and moisture. The process 

is helped by going over it with harrows. 
When it/has reached a satisfactory. condi- 
tion the earth is loaded into handcars and 
taken to the huge revolving washing 


chines. 


The concentrate, when removed from the 
washing machines, is placed on tables, 
where it is sorted while wet by white men, 
and again after it is dry by Kafffrs. The 
sorters work with small trowels, and not a 
diamond the size of a pinhead escapes their 

notice. There is no great difficulty in this 
' task, for the gems in their natural state are 
by no means the dull pebbles they are com- 
monly described as being. On the contrary, 
they are bright and sparkling. After being 
conveyed to the company’s headquarters 
they are valueti and sold in parcels to local 
buyers, who represent the leading diamond 
merchants of Europe. The size of a parcel 
varies from a few thousand carats up; in 
one instance, a few years ago, nearly 250,000 
‘carats were disposed of in one lot to a single 
purchaser. The stones are taken to London 


to be cut. 


How Nature Made the Gems. 

Geologists think they know just how the 
diamonds of the south African fields were 
made by nature. The surface layer of the 
earth thereabouts ages ago was a car- 
bonaceous shale. As everybody knows, 
carbon in its pure state is the sole material 
of the diamond. By and by volcanic stuff 
from the bowels of the earth was vomited 
up thro the shale, and the enormous © 
heat thus generated caused the carbon in the 
shale to crystallize in the form of diamonds. 
As a result, there is a vast body of blue clay, 
through which gems are scattered like plums 
in a pudding, and so evenly that 100 tons of 
the material can be counted on to yield 
about 100 carats of the precious etones. 
deposits, apparently, are inexhaustible. 

The discovery of diamonds in south Africa 
Was purely accidental. A stranger “ trek- 
king’ through the country stopped over 
night at the house of a hospitable 
farmer, who showed him as curiosities so 
bright pebbles found by his children, which 
ithe latter used as playthings. The visitor 
suspected that they were diamonds, and, 
being an honest man, suggested the idea 
to his host. The latter took them to the 
nearest city, and sold them for a sum suffi- 
cient to make him rich for life. Later on 
many valuable stones were found in the 
gravels of the Vaal and Gong-Gong Rivers, 
but it was not until 1870 that prospectors 
came upon the real source of supply from 
which these accidental gems 
_ washed out by the streams. Even then only 

the yellowish surface earth was worked, and 
when the minefs got down to the blue clay, 
which later proved to be the true matrix of 
the stones, they imagined that the deposits 


were exhausted. 


The Kimberley mines now yield 2,500,000 
carats annualiy, representing a value of 
$25,000,000, of ch two-fifths is clear prefit.

head of unpleasant races. Most peo- 

ple who have had personal dealings 
with them will doubtless admit that, 
while there are to be discovered among them 
a tiny sprinkling of really decent men and 
women, taken “ by and large *’ they are, to 
Westerns at any rate, anathema. And yet, 
when due allowance is made for environ- 
ment, for hereditary peculiarities of many 
strange kinds, for which, of course, the in- 
dividual is in no way responsible, it may not 
be too bold an assertion that the Chinese 
are a people who on'y need a little real lead- 
ership on Western lines to become a truly 
great nation. They possess all the necessary 
qualifications for such a splendid future and 
few of the drawbacks. Many virtues that 
are among us only inculcated by much la- 
borious tuition are with the Chinese sui 
generis. No one will deny that they know 
how to die. Were it possible to teach them 
how to live, such a revolution would be felt 
in the progress of the wor'd as it has never 
yet witnessed., Of course this does not touch 
r the vast question as to whether such a resur- 
rection of China is to be welcomed or 
dreaded. 
But my intention in these pages is far from 
that of discussing the economic future of 
China. Such a task would be indefinitely 
beyond my powers, beside being utterly un- 
necessary and out of place here. Beside, I 
do not really feel sufficiently interested in 
the Chinese, collectively. My story is about 
a single Chinaman who played an important 
part in my own history, and who well de- 
served a far more powerful testimony than 
any I am able to bear to his virtues. But. 
firat, in order to launch my story properly, 
I must premise that, in one of my vagrom 
voyages, while I was only a puny ladof 13, I 
was flung ashore in Liverpool, penniless, 
and, of course, friendless. — | 
For many days I lived, or rather I did 
not die, by picking up bird-like such un- 
‘valued trifies of food as chance threw in my 
‘way while J wandered about the docks, but 
-as thére were mafy more experienced 
urchins with sharper eyes than mine on the 
same keen quest, dt may well be imagined 
that I did not wax overfat upon my findings.

In 
after Alfred Krupp, the father of the p 
head of the firm; had been at the helm foe 
six years, there were but ten men emplo 
A census of 1843, which gave Essen 7,119 ip. 
habitants, showed that the Krupp works 
employed ninety-nine men. The year of the 
great famine, 1847, and the following year 
that of the revolution—compelled Krupp ty 
melt his family plate in order to maintat, 
his credit, but his business grew. ; 

The census of Essen of 1858 showed that of 
17,165 tnhabitants 1,047 were employed by 
Krupp. In 1867 of 40,695 inhabitants 6.9¢ 
worked for Krupp. In 1878 the number of fp- 
habitants was 54,721, of whom 9,414 worked 
for Krupp. In 1888 there were 70,395 in. 
habitants and the Krupp employés numbered 
18,198. The census of the present year gives 
the city 105.528 inhabitants and the K 
works 23,629 workmen, aside from 1,504 whe 
live in the country district of Essen. 

The total number of people employed by 
Krupp at, present is 41.750, of whom 26,133 
are in Essen, 3,548 in the Grusson works of 
\’ Magdeburg-Buckau, 2,726 in the 
shipyards in Kiel, and 10,344 in the various 
smelters and coal mines. 


Difficulties at the Start. . 


Alfred Krupp—the father of the present 
chief of the firm, Frederick Alfred Krupp, 
who is at the helm since 1887—was the one 
who gave the works their international 
character. But he did so only after meeting 
seemingly insurmountable difficulties and 
formidable obstaeles. According to his own 
statements his profits for fifteen years were 
no more than enough to pay the wages of 
his workmen, and frequently he was at a 
loss to pay the postage of his correspond- 
ence, which extended to every part of the 
inhabited globe. 

Alfred Krupp became of importance, even 
in his own. fatherland, only after he suc- 
ceeded, at the international exposition. in 
London, 1851, in demonstrating the quality 
of his product. ven then Krupp: had to 
learn the truth of the old adage that nobody 
ranks as a prophet in hisowncountry. Not 
the King of Prugsia, nor any of the other 
European rulers, gave the famous works 
impetus by any |appreciable orders. The 
first great orders for steel guns were placed 
by the Khedive of Egypt and the Bey of 
Tunis, and it deserves mention that they 
paid no cash.

The reorganization of the German Empir¢ 
resulted in an unprecedented “boom” ff 
every financial, industrial, and investment 
branch, and this boom, as a matter of cours¢ 
was followed by a general smash. The unk 
versal economic crisis was easily weathered 
by Alfred Krupp, though he was compelled 
to raise a loan of 30,000,000 marks ($7,500,000) 
to tide his giganti¢ enterprise over the pertod 
of inaction.

AGED THIEF TO DIE IN JAIL 


| Captain William Pepper, Known as 
Has Spent Twenty-five Years in Prison for Horse Stealing, 
at the Age of 84 Is Sent t) Chester for Twenty More.

William Pepper, who has spent in the 
prisons of Illinois and Missouri near- 
ly twenty-five years of the thirty-five 


just been convicted here of being an habitual 
criminal under the act of 1883, and has been 
sentenced to Chester Penitentiary for a term 
of twenty years. He is reputed to have 
been a member of the Jesse James gang. He 
is becoming feeble and there is little doubt 
that his sentence will prove to be for life. 

Captain Pepper is one of the most remark- | 
able criminals with whom the authorities 
of Illinois and Missouri ever have had to 
deal. Since the close of the war he has 
employed the ten years not spent in jail 
in stealing horses and trying to keep out 
of jail. He stole horses persistently and 
consistently. He never was known to com- 
mit any other offense against the peace 
and dignity of the State. He thinks he was 
foreordained to steal horses. ‘‘ Every man’s 
life is laid out to him,”’ he says, “and he 
has to live it. I have lived the life laid out 
for me.”’ 

Horsethief for a Lifetime. 

Pepper spent in stealing horses the life- 
time of a man of ordinary longevity. His 
prison record does not antedate the war, but 
he is said to have served his apprenticeship 


between the North and the South. Since the

Pepper was convicted first in Adams Coun- 
ty shortly after the close of the war, and 
Since that time he has 
served three terms in Chester and one in 
Jefferson City. He was sent to the latter 
place from St. Charles, Mo. Fourteen 
months ago he was pardoned because it was 
not believed that he could live more than a 
few days. He returned to his people in Cal- 
houn County, Ill., where he speedily recov- 
ered—if he ever was really sick—and ina 
short time was at his old tricks again. 

Late in August he went to the farmhouse 
of Anthony Reno, near here, and bargained 
to buy some apples. He was invited to stay 
all night. Before morning he saddled Mr. 
Reno's finest mare and rode away. In two 
days and a night he rode 125 miles to the 
northern part of Calhoun County. Farmers 
who were members of an anti-horsethief 
association followed him as far as Alton. 
There the chase was taken up by Marshal 
Lowe, who arrested Pepper at the home of 
one of his nieces, eight miles north of Kamps- 
ville, in Calhoun County. 

Sheriff Barnickol went to Alton and got 
the old man and brought him back. A few 
days ago, when the grand jury met, the 
first thing State’s Attorney Baker did was 
to bring Pepper before it. Pepper admitted 
that he took the horse, and was,indicted at 
once. In the afternoon he was arraigned 
before Judge Hartzell. He pleaded guilty 
arid was sentenced to twenty years in the 
penitentiary.

| SOUTHERN GIRLS DEFEND TREES 


War-Time Story Brought to Light by 
Visit to Chicago of Admiral Wat- 
son and Mrs. Clarke of Quincy. 


A pretty war-time story developed in Chi- 
cago recently through the presence in the 
city at the same time of Admiral Watson, 
who was passing through on his way to re- 
lieve Admiral Dewey, and Mrs. Edwin A. 
Clarke of Quincy, IIl., who was here visiting 
her son, Edwin B. Clarke, the Chicago archi- 
tect. It was astory of the war of secession 
and not of the Spanish war, but the occur- 
rence of a foreign conflict in the meantime 
does not dim the story’s interest. 

Admiral Watson’s friendship for Mrs. 
Clarke dates from the time when he was a 
midshipman with Admiral Farragut’s fleet 
before New Orleans, and when she was a 
Miss Besancon, a Southern belle, and the 
strongest kind of a sympathizer with the 
secession cause. 

Miss Besancon was on her father’s planta- 
tion in a suburb of thecity. A part of the 
federal army of occupation camped near the 
place, The soldiers needed firewood, and 
set out to get it. On the Besancon planta- 
tion were some magnificent oaks, centuries 
old, the pride of the place and of the family. 
The wood-cutting party saw the oaks, and 
with axes in hand started for them. 

On the plantation with Miss Besancon 
were her sister, two cousins, agd two visit- 
ing friends, all young women. From a win- 
dow they saw the ax party approach the 
group of great oaks. Then there was a 
race. When the soldiers arrived at the first 
tree they found six pretty girls in white 
with hands joined encircling and clasping 
the old gray trunk. 

It was a case of “Soldier, spare this 
tree,”” but’ the men wanted wood.

If used 
by farmers of the United States this year, to 
save all cornstalks, it would add, he says, 
no less than $484,894,533 to the value of 
their product. This estimate is based on tele- 
grams received recently from all the corn- 
growing States by THe TRIBUNE, predict- 
ing an increase in the corn crop this year 
over that of last, the figures thus secured 
being used as a basis of computation and 
applied to statements and tests by Mr. Sher- 
wood showing the increased value possible 
for a given quantity of cornstalks.

The various methods of preparing corn- 
stalks for fodder have failed because they 
did not separate the pith from the nutritive 
shell of the stalk. Free stover has about 
the same nutritive value as hay, but when 
fed with the pith it has proved injurious 
to animals. Pith absorbs liquids in such 
quantity that its action on the digestive 
oe of cattle has been found to be harm- 


Pith Useful in Warships. 

At the sante time the pith possesses value 
as a material for use as packing for 
in the construction of warships and other 
vessels. When not salable for this or other 
uses in manufacture it has great value as a 
bedding for stock and may be returned final- 
ly to the land as a fertilizer. 

Mr. Sherwood’s machine is said to be so 
simple and inexpensive that it can be used 
by any farmer. It requires for its operation 
three or four horse-power, a man and a 


- boy. Its capacity is from fi 
a ane . ve to eight tons 


Workings of the Machine. 

The stalks are fed into the machine butts 
first. They are received between rollers 
which flatten them, and at the same time a 
knife removes the lower side of the stalk 
free from pith. This passes next to a set 
of rollers. and then goes into the 
gstinder. The upper half of the stalk, with 
the pith still attached, goes to a second pair 
of rollers above, where another knife cleans 
the pith from it. The stalk goes out into the 
grinder with that which was first separated. 
The pith goes through a revolving cutter 
head, which may be set to cut it to any size, 
and is carried out by a screw conveyor. 
When the process is finished the stover is 
perfectly free from pith and the pith is in 
marketable or usable shape. 


Talks of Saving in Fodder. 

_ Of the economic value of his invegtion 
Mr. Sherwood says: It opens up the way to 
saving annually $240,000,000 worth of good 
fodder which is tow largely wasted. In 
other words, it should put over $200.000,000 
more in the pockets of the farmers if prop- 
erly managed. The corn crop is valued at 
$500,008,000. Cleaning and feeding the 
stover should .add over $200.000,000" This 
addition would be largely clear gain. These 
figures are taken from 1897 reports. If one- 
fifth is deducted for the pith from the esti- 
mated corn stover tonnage of 1897, there 
remains an amount of cleaned stover, allow- 
ing for the difference in water. approximat- 
ing 25,000,000 tons, which is digestible dry 
matter.” 

It is estimated that fn the States of Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, 
and Ohio nearly 38,000,000 tons of corn stover 
‘were raised in 1808, and that most of it was 
not economically used on account of its in- 


digestible nature, resulting from the pres- 


ence of pith. 


Value as Compared with Hay. 
The. report of the Department of Agri- 
culture at W. on states that one acre 
of cornstalks con 1642 pounds of di- 
gestible material, while two tons of clover 
hay. contain only 1,886 pounds and two tons

contain little except nutritive matter, while 
the pith contains no nutriment but is in- | 
jurious. Incidentally Mr. Sherwood men- 
tions that he discovered how cows may be 
made to thrive on corn smut, which general- 
ly has been considered poisonous. Of the 
various devices in use for making fodder he 
found that none had been designed to sepa- 
rate the pith from the stover. To produce a 
machine which would accomplish this was 
his object. 

“ Fodder has been wasted heretofore,”’ Mr. 
Sherwood said, “‘ because the farmers have 
not appreciated its regl value. It has been 
an awkward material to store up feed. 
The cows would eat only the tenderer parts 
unless it was cut up, and the rest was scat- 
tered a t the stables and yards. When 
used at all it has been fed in too large quan- 
tities. The cows like it when it is in such 
condition that they can eat it, but in its nat- 
ural state it makes their mouths sore and 
frequently makes them sick. 


Pith Harmful to Animals. 

“Its value for feeding has been materially 
increased by shredding, but shredding has 
not removed the objection to corn stover. 
It leaves in the fodder the pith of the stalk, 
which is almost devoid of feeding value, and 
is a highly objectionable material to take 


“The pith is dry and porous. It is able 
to absorb from fifteen to twenty times its” 
own weight in water. On account of this 
property it is being used in warships to stop 
leaks. A feed of twenty pounds of: corn 
stover contains about four pounds of corn 
pith, a useless material. This can absorb 
from sixty to eighty pounds of water and 
digestive fluids in the mouth and stomach 
of the animal. It is an unnatural drain on 
the system of the animal. No wonder the 
cows become sick when fed on cornstalks.”’ 

The question of how to utilize cornstalks, 
or, In fact, how to handle cdrn when ready 
fur the harvest, has been one of chief in- 
terest to the corn-growing farmer for a 
number of years. The silo for making en- 
silage was at one time expected to revolu- 
tionize the methods of the corn harvest. 
The silo, a building for preserving the corn 
in a green state, was expensive and did not

UNIQUE IN PUBLIC LIFE 


OLORADO claims the distinction of 
having as its citizen the champion 
_officeholder of the United States. For 
fifty-one years John L. Routt never 
was out of an official position for a 
period longer than that necessary to pass 
from one and be sworn into another. And 
yet with all this experience as an officehold- 
er he has shown no disposition to write a 
book entitled ‘“‘ Half a Century in Politics.” 
Mr. Routt has been Alderman in a town 
in Illinois; he has peen Sheriff and Treasur- 
er; he has been an officer in the war of the 
rebellion with every gradation of rank from 
Captain to*Colonel; he has been United 
States Marshal; he has been second Assist- 
ant Postmaster General of the United 
States: he has been three times Governor 
of Colorado, once as Territorial Governor 
and twice as Governor of the State; he has 
been Mayor of Denver; he has been a mem- 
ber of the Board of Colorado Capitol Man- 
agers; he has held a position under the 
Census Commissioner of the United States; 
he has been delegate to the Republican na- 
tional conventions; he has been chairman of 
the Republican State Cengral committee, 
and at one time served as a member of the 
National committee, and once he came within 
four votes of being elected United States 
Senator from Colorado. His success as a 
politician is unparalleled in the history of 
Colorado, perhaps in the United States, 
Officeholding to him is as much of a business 
as are his extensive mining interests, his 
stone quarries, and his “ cattle upon a thou- 
sand hills.”’ | | 
Refuses Office Without Pay. 

He retired from office a year ago, when 
Cvlorado’s seven-come-eleven ”’ 
ture, composed of a heterogeneous mass of 
Populists, Democrats, silver Republicans, 
administration Republicans, and National 
Silverites, repealed the statute providing for 
a salary of $2,500 a year for each member 
of the Board of Capitol Managers. 

Governor Routt’s verbal resignation was 
emphatic and cHaracteristic: ‘‘ What in h—— 
is the State coming to when it expects its 
officials to work,for nothing. I am not a 
member of a charity organization. Ifa 
man's services are worth anything they are 
worth paying for.’’ 

John L. Routt has a square figure, with 
an altitude of 5 feet 2 inches. His head is 
as square as his body, and his features are 
rugged and strong. He has fearless gray 
eyes, 
cutaway coat, with trousers of the same 
color, and a black derby hat of the earliest 
pattern surmounts his square-topped head. 
Guld-headed canes galore have been pre- 
sented to him, but these are carefully laid 
away, and he trudges up and duwn Six- 
teenth street with a stout old hickory stick 
that has been his constant companion for 
more than a quarter of a century. As he 


his old friends. and.to. the memory of those 
who were his friends before they died. 


‘His Language Somewhat Lurid. 

His English is direct and emphatic, but 
its chief characteristic is an utter disre- 
gard for the third commandment. Profanity 
with him is a language that has been re- 
duced to a science. 

In 1891, when the Creede mining camp 
was at the height of Its boom, serious trou- 
ble was occasioned by the failure of the 
State to furnish @ title to the land in Min- 
eral County. The camp was supposed to 
be located on State land, but when the dis- 
covery was made that Colorado had not a 
clear title from the government there was

appealed to Governor Routt and requested 
that the National Guard be called out. 

Governor Routt’s friends advised him to

seif.”’ 

And he went, accompanied by Judge 
George W. Allen of the First Judicial Dis- 
trict of Colorado. Upon arriving at Creede 
the Governor proceeded, through a driving 
snow-storm, to the town hall, where an in- 
dignation meeting was in session. He 
mounted the platform, and brushing the 
snow from his coat and the moisture from 
his spectacles said: “ Hello, boys!

First Held Office in Tlinois. 

Three States claim John L. Routt. He was 
born in Kentucky, reared in Illinois, and 
for twenty-five years has been a citizen of 
Colorado. At the age of 21 he served as 
Alderman of the Town of Bloomington, IIt. 
Later he was elected Sheriff of M:Lean 
County, which office he resigned when 
Company E of the Ninety-fourth Illinois In- 
fantry was mustéred in with John L. Routt 
as Captain in 1862. His company formed a 
part of the regiment under the command of 
General Herron, and served in Arkansas and 
Missouri. 

Wins Favor of General Grant. 

In the spring of 1863 he became quarter- 

master of an expedition organized near 


. Rolla. Mo., to match upon Little Rock. Not 


long afterwards the regiment joined Gener- 
al Grant at and remained there 
until the fall of that city. While at Vicks- 
burg Quartermaster Rautt succeeded in hav- 
ing large stores of ammunition removed 
from Chickasaw Bayou to a point eighteen 
miles distant with such expedition that 
General Grant placed Captain Routt's name 
in his note book for future reference. 

. Captain Routt’s regiment was sent to Port 
Hudson, Miss., thence to Brownsville, Tex., 
where he receivei/ the appointment of chief 
quartermaster of| the army of the frontier 
on the Rio Grande, with the rank of Colonel. 
In 1864 he was stationed at Baton Rouge 
in charge of the outfitting depot. He was 
mustered out in 1865. 

When Colonel Routt returned to Bloom- 
ington he was surprised to find himself run- 
ning on the Republican ticket for County 
Treasurer. He was elected and served for 
two terms. At the close of his second term 
in 1869 he was appointed chief clerk to the 
Second Assistant Postmaster General under 
President Grant. He resigned this position 
to accept that of United States Marsha! for 
the Southern District of Illinois, and in 
1870 he took the census of his district, com- 
prising seventy-two counties. rea it

Son a Chip of the Old Block. 
Frank Routt, the eldest son of:the Gov- 


ernor, inaugurated one of the largest ditch 


enterprises ever attempted in Colorado, His 
ranch fs in Northern Colorado and he built 
an irrigating canal that necessitated tun- 
neling through Bingham Hill, a distance of 
one and one-half miles. From the sideof the 
hill, after leaving the tunnel, he had built 
several miles of flume which carried the 
waters of the Cache la Poudre to his lands. 
After the canal was completed some of the 
settlers decided that Frank Routt was get- 
ting more water than he was entitled to, 
and forthwith proceeded to tear down his 
flume. Frank upon the scene

SEEKS TO AVERT WAR. 


EARLY twenty years ago, during the 
course of a 1 at Marlborough 
House, I happened to mention that I 
had made a few days previously the 
acquaintance of Joseph Chamberlain, 
who at that time was generally regarded as 

a, politician of the revolutionary type, im- 
bued with republican aspirations, and who 
was denounced not alone by the Tories but 
also by the vast majority of the Liberals as 

@ dangerous demagogue, and as a species 

of nineteenth century Jack Cade. Some- 
what to my astonishment I was plied with 
questions concerning him, and as I betrayed 

my surprise at the sympathetic interest dis- 
played in a man whom so many regarded 
in the light of a peril to the throne it was 
intimated to me that he was looked upon 
by his future King as destined in the course 
of time to become Prime Minister of the 

British Empire. 

The Prince of Wales, unlike his predeces- 
gors, abstains from manifesting his prefer- 
ence for any one of the political parties in 
English Parliamentary life. So discreet and 
guarded is he in this respect that to this day 
not even those who are his most constant as- 
gociates have the slightest idea as to wheth- 
er he leans toward the Liberal Unionists, to 
the Conservatives, or to the Liberals. 

Far from being indifferent to politics, how- 


ever, the Prince is profoundly interested , 


therein, quite as much so as any other 
cultured Englishman of the higher classes. 
Moreover, he makes it his duty to become 
acquainted with all the prominent politicians 
of the day and to remain in touch with them, 
and occupying an: eminence, so to speak, 
superior to party prejudices and considera- 
tions, is perhaps more advantageously situ- 
ated to pass judgment, and to observe their 
merits and their faults. A 

The importance, therefore, which the 
Prince attached to Mr. Chamberlain, and 
the prediction which he made that the mem- 
ber for Birmingham was destined in course 
of time to become as Prime Minister the 
virtual master of the great British Empire, 
with its 300,000,000 of people, created a deep 
impression upon my mind. 


As Seen by John Bright. 


It was some time later, when seated in 
the smoking-room of Mr. Chamberlain’s 
town house, in Prince’s Gardens, at the 
close of a men’s dinner, that John Bright, 
who was one of the principal guests pres- 
ent. made a remark, half jokingly, half se- 
riously, to the effect that our host was the 
only jingo—that is to say, imperialist—in 
the Gladstone Cabinet. It was received in 
the light of a bit of humor by most pres- 
ent. For while still Mayor of Birmingham, 
and even during the first two or three years 
that he had sat in Parliament, Mr. Cham- 
dberlain had by his devotion to municipal 
questions and other political problems of 
an essentially domestic character given rise 
to the popular impression that he was a 
Little Englander, and that he had no views 
or ideas that extended beyond the British 
Channel, It was even assumed, and is 
widely asserted to this day, that he was 
largely responsible for the delay in the ex- 
, Pedition dispatched in 1884 to rescue Gor- 
don, and that if the advance guard under 
Lord Charles Beresford only reached Khar- 
tum sevefal days after it had fallen the 
fault lay quite as much on the shoulders of 


Mr. Chamberlain as on those of the Grand 


Old Man. 


Yet there were several, myself included, 


who can bear witness that quite the con- 
trary was the case. Far from supporting 
Mr. Gladstone in his procrastination or 
placing any obstacles in the way of the dis- 
patch of the expedition, Mr. Chamberlain, 
on the contrary, fought many ‘ battle 
against the Premier on this subject, urging, 
not without good cause, that delay meant 
shame and disaster as well as the certain 
failure of the object for which the expedi- 
tion would be undertaken. 

It is violating no confidence, after all 
these years, to say that Mr. Chamberlain 
Was. in the spring of 1884, on several occa- 
sions On the point of resigning his seat 
in the Cabinet precisely because Mr. Glad- 
stone would not listen to reason on the 
subject, and I always remember seeing 
Mr. Chamberlain one day after a Cabinet 
meeting and his remarking that it was tm- 
possible to discuss the Egyptian question 
with the Premier, since the mention of 
Egypt, of Gordon, or of the necessity of 
dispatching the relief expedition at once 
acted upon Mr. Gladstone as the waving of

Would Have Saved Gordon. 
If Joseph Chamberlain had had his way 


“tm the Cabinet at that the expedition 


would have left in the early summer or 
even spring of 1884, instead of so late in the 
Sutumn that it was mot before the end of 
January that Lord Charles Beresford came 
within sight of Khartum. In fact, if Cham- 
berlain had had his way Gordon would have 
been saved, Khartum relieved in time, and 
there would have Deen no need for the blood- 
shed at Atbara and at Omdurman, nor for 
the costly campaigns to which they consti- 
, tuted the culminating victories. 

Among those who will be able to indorse 
my explanation as to the attitude in the 
matter of the present Secretary of State for 
the Colonies is Lord Wolseley, the Com-
